GREYHOUND RACES 
WILL BE RESUMED 


Atlanta will enjoy a season of grey- 
hound racing at Dixie Lakes Kennel 
clubs, Union City, this spring, accord- 
ing to aunouncement made Wednesday 
by C, Homer Gullatt, owner of the 
Dixie Lakes properties and an official 
of the club.
